Elba receives $327,000 drainage grant 


Alabama Governor Guy Hunt 
announced last week the awarding 
of approximately $17.5 million in 
community development block 
grants and included among the mu- 
nicipalities receiving the grants was 
Elba, which received a grant of 
$327,000 to improve storm drain- 
age within the city limits. 

Elba mayor Fred Moore stated 
the grant was important to the city 
and would greatly improve drainage 
in areas that have long been plagued 
with water problems. 

"The drainage work will be done 
across the old Mulberry School 
park, near Morrow Village and 
along Taylor Mill Road, through a 
residential area and between Cook 
Chevrolet and the Elba Elementary 
School, as well as between the mid- 
die and high school,” said Moore. 
"The area between the schools has 
long been a source of concern, both 
as a hazard to the children playing 
in the area and as a nesting area for 
insects, This swampy area will be 
drained and covered, as will the 
swampy area behind Cook Chevro- 
let, which adjoins the elementary 
school playground. The other areas 
affected by the work have been in 
need of work for quite some time 
and we all hope this work will alle- 
viate major water drainage problems 
in the city.” 

Mayor Moore reported that 18 
inch pipe will be installed in the 
résidential areas, while 36 inch pipe 


would be placed near the old Mul- 
berry School and 48 inch pipe 
would be used in the project near 
Morrow Village and at the schools. 

The city received a grant of 
$327,000 and while its share of the 
grant amounts to $197,000, the 
city may use in-kind services to de- 
fray its actual expenses. 

"We expect the work to begin in 
January of 1989," added Moore, 
"and the project must be completed 
within two years. Preliminary plans 
are now being finalized and we don't 
expect any problems with being 
able to meet the deadline to com- 
plete the project." 

The Community Development 


Block Grant program is adminis- 
tered by the Alabama Department of 
Economic and Community Affairs. 
Applications for the grants are 
ranked under a compeulive process 
based on certain criteria which in- 
clude the nature of the benefit to the 
local government, the cost benefit 
ratio, the amount of local funds 
contributed to the project and the 
number of low and moderate in- 
come persons helped by the project. 
Awards are made in three catego- 
ries: county governments, large city 
governments oopustions 3,000 to 
50,000) and small city governments 
(populations less than 3,000). 


City applies for grant for river park 


Elba mayor Fred Moore an- 
nounced last week that the city had 
applied for a $10,000 grant to make 
improvements at the city park lo- 
cated near the Pea River bridge on 
Highway 84. 

"The park located at the old city 
pool has been neglected for too 
long,” said Mayor Moore, “and if 
we receive this grant we hope to be 
able to make improvements that 
will make the park attractive again 
and draw families to the area." 

The city would provide a total of 
$10,000 in in-kind services, mak- 
ing the total of the grant $20,000, 


and Mayor Moore stated that with 
the aid of the local SEABASS Club 
the project could become one that 
will make the park one of the most 
popular parks in the city. 

"Plans are to fill in the old 
pool,” said Moore, "and at the same 
time renovate the bathrooms located 
downstairs to make the facilities ac- 
cessible to the public. The entire 
park area will be landscaped and ad- 
ditional picnic tables will be placed 
in the area.”

$500,000 for one count of conspira- 


cy. 


Braswell faces a possible sen- 
tence of five years on cach of the 26 
counts, a possible fine of $1 mil- 
lion on each of the false claims and 
a possible fine of $250,000 for con- 
spiracy and each of the seven false 
statements, 

Trawick faces a possible scn- 
tence of five years on each of 27 
counts, a possible fine of $1 mil- 
lion on each of the false claims and 
a possible fine of $250,000 for con- 
spiracy and each of the seven false 
statements. 

The case was investigated by the 
Office of the Inspector General, De- 
partment of Defense, Defense Crim- 
inal investigative Service and had 
assistance from the Defense Con- 
tract Audit Agency.

Ray Bass (state highway director 
at the time) verbally committed 
funds to pave the road if the county 
would get the road ready, Some of 
the commissioners at that time 
went out and acquried right-of-way 
for the road to be made ready to 
pave, : 

When the Soil Conservation 
project was completed and the road 
was ready to pave, a different gov- 
ermor and highway director had been 
named, and the new administration 
chose not to honor the verbal agree- 
ment between Coffee County and 
the previous administration. 

The Coffee County Commission 
then borrowed funds to pave the 
first mile of the road to uphold their 
commitment to the Soil Conserva- 
lion Service. The rest of the road re- 
ceived numerous loads of rock and 
the road was made into an all- 
weather road, 

The road has seen over $350,000 
worth of work on it in the last three 
years. The first mile is naved and 
the next 2-1/2 miles have been 
rocked and are in excellent condi- 
tion, This road can be traveled in 
any kind of weather.

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John The Baptist's Introduction To Jesus 


John the Baptist was designated 
by the Lord as the forerunner of Je 
sus. One of the primary tasks of 
, John the Baptist was that of intro- 
ducing Jesus. In this article I will 
give attention to two statements 
John used in his introduction of Je 
sus. 

First, John the Baptist described 
Jesus as "the Lamb of God, which 
taketh away the sin of the world!" 
Qohn 1:29) Shakespeare said, 
‘What's in a name? That which we 
éall a rose by any other name would 
smell as sweet," 

* I will borrow those words from 
Shakespeare, and I will change 
them in an effort to help us under 
stand sin and in an effort to help us 
appreciate Jesus. 

» "What's in a name? That which 
we call sin by any other name 
would still be that which separates 
man from God." Thus, Jesus re- 
moves Our major hindrance - our 
sin which separatgs us from God. 

Second, John the Baptist de- 
scribed Jesus as “he which baptizeth 
with the Holy Ghost." John 1:33) 
The next statement which I make 
will be upsetting to some people 
until they understand why I say it. 

Here is the statement -- it is un- 
fortunate that the word "Ghost" got 
into the King James Translation of 
the Bible. Now, let me explain 
why. 

I think I understand why the 
King James translators used the 
word Ghost to translate the Greek 
word pneuma. They wanted to com- 
municate to the Seventeenth Centu- 
ry English reader. So at times they 
chose to use the word ghost which 
was receiving a lot of attention in 
England during the Seventh Centu- 
ry. 

John 1:33 contains what I calla 
"King James oddity.” The same 
Greek root word appeared twice in 
John 1:33. The word "Spirit" in the 
first part of the verse translates the 
word pneuma. The word translated 
"Ghost" in the last part of the verse 
translates the Greek word pneumati, 
It is the same root word - with dif 
ferent endings. 

I do not know why the King 
James translators did it that way! 
Newer translations, such as the 
New American Standard Version, 
translated the word as Spirit in both 
instances, 

The reason I have labored this 
point so much is that I understand 
there are people who draw a distinc- 
tion between the "Holy Spirit" and 
the "Holy Ghost.” You cannot use 
the Bible legitimately and do that. 
There is no biblical distinction be- 
tween Holy Spirit and Holy Ghost. 
Those who draw this distinction 
from the Bible do so out of ignor- 
ance and/or in order to support their 
own theology. 

Now, back to John the Baptist’s 
description of Jesus as "he which 
baptizeth with the Holy Spirit.” 
(John 1:33) Jesus does more than 
remove our hindrance. He also 
gives us that which enables us to

Can we really see the 
Bible alike? 


There is no doubt that there are many different opinions about the Bible, 
but as Paul reminds us, "God is not the author of confusion, but of peace 
(1 Cor, 14:33), To say that it is not possible to see the Bible alike, is to 
say that God has not been able to communicate His will to us 

; If we are to “see the Bible alike,” certain principles must be closely fol 
lowed. We must, above all, bring a great love for the truth to our study. Je 
sus said, "If ye continue in my word, then are ye my disciples indeed; and ye 
shall know the truth, and the truth shall make you free” John 8:31 42). And 
in our search for truth, we must bring an attitude of Jove and humility to 
our study. Too many people study the Bible not because they love God and 
His written word, but because they want to “prove a point,” or find a serip 
ture they can twist to say what they want it to say 

Paul advised Timothy, “Study to shéw thyself approved unto God, a 
workman that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth 
(2 Tim. 2:15). The phrase, “rightly dividing the word of truth,” refers to 
making the proper distinctions among the three ages we read of in the Bible 
The first age, the "patriarchal Age," was from Adam to Moses, and the sex 
ond age was the "Mosaic Age,” from Moses through the life of Christ. The 
third age, in which we now live, is the "Christian Age,” which began with 
the church, and will continue to the end of time. The laws and regulations of 


the former ages do not apply to us today, unless repeated for the Christian 
Age. 
As a Bible passage is studied, note must be made of who is the author of 


the passage, and who is addressed. The Bible records accurately the words of 
the Devil, and evil men. Disaster will result if one tries to appy what the 
Bible says, without noting who speaks, and who is addressed 

It is very important in Bible study to determine why the particular passape 
was written. For instance, many people misunderstand and misintt rmpret the 
book of Revelation, not realizing that itis primarily a symbolic book origi 
nally written to comfort Christians undergoing persecution by the Roman 
empire. Knowing that its main message ts one of hope and comfort to those 
in distress allows easier understanding 


Most importantly, consider the surrounding verses, or context of the pas 
sage under consideration. Most Bible controversies are ca ‘ily resolved when 
the context is considered. Too many want to take a few individual verses out 


of context, and read into them their own beliefs 
We can sce the Bible alike. We must recognize it as God's revealed will 

He expects us to understand and obey it. Be diligent in your study. Your 
soul depends on it

BLEED THROUGH 


The Elba Tigers saw their quest 
for a state football championship 
come to an unexpected end Friday 
night in the opening round of the 
Class 3A playoffs as the Holtville 
Bulldogs came to town and posted a 
stunning 7-6 upset win over the 
third-ranked Tigers. 

The loss left Elba with a final 8- 
2 record for the season, while Holt- 
ville advanced to the second round 
of the playoffs with a 4-7 slate, 

Holtville received the opening 
kick and wasted little time driving 
toward the Elba endzone, 

A 19 yard scamper by Greg Ellis 
was a big play in the early march, 
as was a 15 yard penalty against the 
Tigers, The Bulldogs reached a first 
down at the Elba 10 yardline, but 
got knocked back to the 13 and on 
third down turned the ball over as 
Audie Fudge recovered a Holtville 
fumble at the 11 yardline!

County school board now has six members 


The Coffee County Board of Ed- 
ucation met on Monday night, 
Nov.14, in Elba and saw its mem- 
bership grow to six with the swear- 
ing-in of three board members who 
were clected at last week's general 
election, 

Board members Preston Kelley, 
Jr., Tom Dyess and Virgil Coleman 
all took their usual seats around the 
conference room and were joined at 
the monthly mecting by newly 
elected members Harrell Carroll, 
Eric Wilson and Rubin McKinnon, 

Mr. Carroll was reelected to a 
second term on the county board 
without opposition, while Mr. 
McKinnon was elected to fill the 
seat previously held by Bill Boland 
and Mr, Wilson was elected in a 
newly established district. 

After the routine approval of the 
minutes and the swearing-in cere- 
monies conducted by Probate Judge 
Marion Brunson, the six-member 
board began its first business meet- 
ing as a group. 

Chairman Preston Kelley, Jr., 
and Vice-Chairman Tom Dyess 
were reappointed to their posts by a 
vote of the board and it was agreed 
upon that all meetings would be 
held on the second Tuesday of each 
month, including the "annual" 
meeting in November and the "pub- 
lic forum" slated for May. 

Having a six-member board for 
the first time created a possible 
problem in voting and action taken 
at the meeting solved the problem 
before it had an opportunity to sur- 
face. 

Supt. Clayton Bryant told the 
members that with six members a 
policy needed to be adopted as to a 


. method of breaking tie votes. 


The board agreed with the super- 
intendent’s observation and after dis- 
cussing the issue, voted on a policy 
that would allow the board chair- 
man to vote only in case of a tic 
vote, or in the need to establish a 
majority. 

Chairman Preston Kelley Jr., 
will now vote only in case of a tie, 
or if a vote on policy is short of 
having the majority of four votes 
needed for adoption. 

The board voted unanimously to 
adopt the new voting procedure. 

Supt. Bryant reported that the re- 
sults of the state's graduation exam- 
ination had been released and stated 
he was "very pleased" with the re- 
sults of the three county schools. 

The detailed report will not be 
released to the public until later this 
month, but Supt. Bryant did note 
that all three schools did show im- 
provement from a year ago. 

In other action at the monthly 
meeting, the school board: 

***accepted the resignation of 
Mrs. Patsy Powell as an instructor 
in the system, effective Dec.31; 

***employed Jodie Cappell as a 
physical therapist/teachers aide; 

***transferred Zo Carnley to the 
position of bus driver/aide at the 
Area Vocational Center; 

***employed Ralph Rhoades as 
a bus driver at Kinston; 

***transferred Rebecca Jackson 
from the position of bus driver to 
secretary at Zion Chapel High 
School;

***instructed the superintendent 
to assign a committee to formulate 
a policy concerning disciplinary ac- 
tion in the county system; 

***was informed that the new 
dining area/indoor recreational facil- 
ity at New Brockton Elementary 
School would be completed next 
week; 

***was informed that plans and 
cost estimates would be presented at 
the December meeting for the reno- 
vation project and bond issue being 
proposed in the county; 

***approved a trip to the Six 
Flags Band Festival, in Atlanta, for 
the Kinston High School Band, 
with the band members providing 


$1,000 and the band boosters pro- 
viding the remainder of the expens- 
Cs} 

***approved .altendance at a 
school board workshop for all 
members; 

***praised the accomplishments 
of the various athletic teams in the 
county; 

***was reminded of a ceremony 
on Nov.25 at the Kinston High 
School library at which Sen. Rich- 
ard Shelby will present books to 
the recently expanded facility; 

***went into an execulive ses- 
sion; 

***and, adjourned 


Commission hears request 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
November 14, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and heard a request from 
District Judge Thomas Head that 
the county allocate additional funds 
to allow the courts to employ a 
third juvenile probation officer for 
the county. 

Judge Head had appeared before 
the commission during budget hear- 
ing and made a similar request, but 
was told to return to the commis- 
sion after approval of the budget for 
final discussion. 

At Monday's meeting, Judge 
Head again asked for the funds with 
which to employ a third juvenile 
probation officer in the county and 
reported that the funds needed would 
be approximately $12,000. 

Judge Head explained that as pre- 
siding judge in juvenile cases in the 
county, it was obvious that there 
was a real need for a third officer. 

The commission agreed that the 
county needed a third officer and 
agreed to allocate a total of up to 
$8,000 to help employ a probation 
officer or a clerk to assist the two 
officers now employed. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***accepted the lone bid on fuel 
from Heath Oil in the amount of 
$5,283.70; 

***accepted the low bid from 
Hunt Refining of $.4274 per gallon 
on asphalt; 

***rejected all bids on tables and 
chairs to be used in the Farm Cen- 
ter, due to a lack of funds; 

***rejected all bids on a truck 
for the maintenance department and 
decided to use the state bid, which 
would save the county $1,200; 

***approved a quit claim deed 
for Ed Homsby to return abandoned 
roadway to the individual; 

***agreed to seek bids on fuel, 
steel piling and shop extension ma- 
terial for the highway department; 

***accepted a dirt road for main- 
tenance in a new subdivision near 
New Brockton; 

***received the monthly fuel re- 
port from engineer Mark Pool; 

***heard Probate Judge Marion 
Brunson declare last week's election 
as a "vote of confidence” for all 
commissioners; 


***agrced to take bids on repairs 
to the roof at the courthouse in En- 
lerprise; 

***was informed that the cost of 
a car to be used by the Appraiser's 
office would be paid for out of the 
office's mileage allowance; 

***agrced that length of service 
pins would be presented at holiday 
parties; 

***instructed Probate Judge 
Marion Brunson to contact the rail- 
road company that owns the old 
railroad bed to request that the land 
be donated to the county for recrea- 
uional use; 

***approved a request from 
Comm, Damascus Crittenden that 
he be allowed to attend a Legisla- 
uve Conference later in the month; 

***instructed the committee to 
study the qualifications of architects 
that have applied for employment 
as architects for the health depart- 
ment project in Enterprise; 

*** agreed to renovate the sher- 
iffs department and bathrooms at 
the Enterprise courthouse; 

***discussed a request to con- 
struct a Pensions and Security of- 
fice in Enterprise at the site of the 
proposed health department; 

***and was informed of two up- 
coming meetings at the Farm Cen-

Veterans' Memorial dedicated in Elba 


Phe long time dream of National 
Security Insurance Company presi 
dent J.R. Brunson became a reality 
on Thursday, November 10, when 
formal dedication ceremonies were 
held at the "Veterans Memorial 
Park,” constructed on the grounds 
of the company's corporate head- 
quarters in Elba. 

Mr. Brunson welcomed the 
crowd estimated at near 1,000 and 
stated "Tt is a privilege and a pleas- 
ure to have the opportunity to wel- 
come all of you here today and to 
share this event with us." 

Dr. J, Doug Dortch, the pastor 
al the First Baptist Church, in 
Elba, delivered the invocation, and 
following his inspiration prayer, 
special guests in attendance were 
recognized, 

The honored veterans selected to 
raise the colors representing their 
branch of service included Haywood 
Grimes and Wayne Harrison 
Army; Damascus Crittenden and 
Horace Wood - Air Force; Roscoe 
Deal and Jim Kyrch - Coast Guard; 
Charles Kennett and Ed Woodham - 
Marine Corps and Carlton Larkins 
and Charles Lindsey - Navy. 

Colonel E, Kirby Lawson, III, 
the Garrison Commander at Ft. 
Rucker, was the featured speaker at 
the dedication and presented a 
speech in which he praised the ef- 
forts of the vets and the people who 
keep their honor alive. 

"It will be 70 years ago tomor- 
row (Nov.11), the 11th hour, of the 
1ith day, of the 11th month that 
all became quiet on the western 
front,” said Lawson. "It was on that 
Cate that an armistice was signed in 
4 railroad car in France that brought 
the war to end all wars to an end." 

"Five million Americans served 
in World War I," stated Lawson, 
"and 116,000 lost their lives, The 
cost was great, but when it ended 
all could say that we had made de- 
mocracy safe for our world!" 

"As we gather to dedicate this 
memorial park,” continued Col. 
Lawson, "let us remember that you 
and I stand here in freedom because 
of the sacrifices of our veterans 
throughout the course of history, | 
am proud to be here today because 
itis your commitment that solidi- 
fies the faith in the basic elements 
that guided our nation since its be- 
ginning - that mankind was given 
the unalienable rights to life, liber- 


ty and the pursuit of happiness.” 

Col, Lawson quoted General 
Omar Bradley, who stated "From 
the days of the Revolutionary War 
soldiers have believed in the worth 
of our country's people and its tradi- 
tions, They lived and many died for 
their faith and their convictions and 
they kept the faith in their country, 
and it now our turn to keep that 
faith,...to keep our country free." 

“These remarks are particularly 
significant today," said Lawson, 
"because of what we're doing here, 
You are keeping the faith in honor 
of those who have saved their coun- 
try for the cause of freedom. The 
tributes that you make here today 
are no small tokens in our determi- 
nation to remain a free nation, It is 
a commitment to the sacrifices 
made by those we are here to honor. 
A commitment that was made more 
than 212 years ago." 

"No one can deny the American 
serviceman will fight for his coun 
try’s freedom," declared Col, Law- 
son. “Our heroes are the soldiers 
who fought valiantly in the battles 
of the American Revolution, the 
War of 1812, both World Wars, in 
Korea and Viet Nam and in numer- 
ous other peace keeping missions 
around the world. Their legacy is 
visible in 22 military cemeteries 
overseas and 105 national cemeter- 
ics in the United States, as well in 
the 2.2 million disabled veterans in 
America and the 2,393 Americans 
unaccounted for in Indoneshia.” 

“The veterans we honor here to- 
day loved peace and were willing to 
turn their backs on their homes and 
their loved ones to defend some- 
thing more precious, the right of 
the people everywhere to live in 
peace and determine their own fu- 
tures, free from oppression and 
fear,” said Lawson, "The belief that 
sustained these soldiers was as great 
as America itself!" 

In concluding, Col. Lawson stat- 
ed "This memorial will foreever 
gently remind all that see it that 
Elba 1s deeply grateful to those who 
paid the price and made the sacrific 
es for their freedom." 

Coffee County Probate Judge 
Marion Brunson also spoke to the 
large gathering and stated "People 
came to this country in search of 
freedom and a better way of life and 
they found it. They proved it in the 
Revolutionary War and showed that

they were willing to fight to defend 
the gift of freedom.” 

Brunson spoke of the contribu- 
uons made by Coffee County resi- 
dents and gave praise to the many 
veterans who "paid the ultimate 
price.” 

Special music was presented by 
the 98th Army Band from Ft. 
Rucker and the Enterprise State 
Junior College Singers and the rais- 
ing of the flags was conducted by 
the honored veterans and the United 
States Army Color Guard. 

Company president J.R. Brun- 
son informed the gathering of the 
second and third phases of construc- 
tion, which will include plaques in- 
scribed with the names of veterans 
from the county, and then opened 
the park to the public

Elba citizens question Cable TV spokesman 


The Elba City Council faced a 
group of citizens wanting cable TV 
and the folks who could provide the 
services Monday evening during the 
regularly scheduled council meet- 
ing, 

The council had announced that 
representatives of the company 
would be invited to the November 
14 meeting to answer questions. 
This prompted at least 19 area citi- 
zens to attend the meeting and ask 
just when they could get cable ser- 
vice extended to their homes. Oth- 
ers asked about specific channels, 
including Disney. 

Jack Gilbert of Montgomery, 
representing Storer TV, was present 
at the request of the city council and 
told of the company’s plans for the 
immediate and long-term future. 


Gilbert noted material had been 
purchased and permits acquired to 
extend the system out the old Sam- 
son Highway and 84 East immedi- 
ately. He said other areas would be 
added as they could be justified. He 
also stated that two additional chan- 
nels would soon be available in 
Elba's basic service (no additional 
charge). These include the new Tur- 
ner Network Television (TNT) with 
movies, sports, etc, and American 
Movie Classics (AMC) with mo- 
vies 24 hours a day. 

Two groups were present want- 
ing cable TV. The first to speak 
was a group further out Highway 
84 East that was presently being 
considered for service. They request- 
ed cable TV be furnished at least to 
the city limits. Gilbert agreed to

look into this immediately in hopes 
it could be included with the present 
construction. 

Another group was representing 
residents out Taylor Mill Road. 
They agreed to meet privately with 
Gilbert and avoid taking up the 
council's time. In that meeting the 
Storer representative agreed to look 
into their area and hopefully get 
them cable service. 

It cost $15,000 a mile to add 
cable TV, according to Gilbert. He 
said the firm liked to get at least 30 
customers to the mile but had been 
known to construct lines where 
only 20 customers were signed up. 

He noted that the firm is work- 
ing to get 35 channels available in 
Elba in the forseeable future. This 
would include basic channels and 
the pay channels. 

When asked about the Disney 
channel, Gilbert noted this was an 
often-asked question, but at best 
communities could be expected to 
sign up only about 10 percent of 
the customers for this pay channel. 

The council heard Mayor Fred 
Moore recommend the reappoint- 
ment and extension of terms for all 
five members of the Health Care 
Authority (hospital board). 

The council unanimously ap- 
proved the following appointments 
and extensions: Carolyn Brunson, 4 
years; Virgil Coleman, 2 years; 
Drexel Cook, 6 years; Pete Dorsey, 
4 years and Clayton Hickman, 2 
years. 

Bills totaling $12,312.02 were 
approved for payment after Moore 
bricfed the council on the major 
items included in the total. They in- 
cluded $5,050 for gas and oil; $858 
for police uniforms; $816 for sewer 
solvent; $553 for asphalt mix; and
